ERMC agrees to hige management firm

Following four months of 
operating without a district 
subsidy, Everglades Regional 
Medical Center in Pahokee has 
agreed to work with the coun- 
ty's health care district and hire 
an independent management 
firm. This move is expected to 
bring in a $3.5 million subsidy 
from the district. \ 

Laws governed by the State | 


of Florida stipulate that the dis- } 


trict had to give the 63-bed 
Pahokee hospital $3.5 million 
annually for the past five years, 
however, the hospital, along 
with the subdistrict, said that 
amount was set only as a mini- 
mum. They filed a lawsuit in 
August in which they sought 
continued support financially 
from the health care district. 

In an October hearing, a cir- 
cdit judge declined to order the 
care district maké the payment 
to the hospital. However, the 


district’s board did offer to pro- 
vide subsidies for Glades Gen- 
eral Hospital and ERMC, but 
the offer did have some stipula- 
tions attached. 

One of the stipulations 
included allowing a district rep- 
resentative to attend hospital 
meetings, hiring a management 
firm to review hospital opera- 
tions, and helping to develop a 
strategic plan for the Glades. 
That plan would integrate the 
acute and outpatient services, 
capitalize оп economies of scale, 
and provide for a new hospital 
or either таке renovations to 
the existing facilities. 

Glades General Hospital 
agreed and met those condi- 
tions in 1994. They have been 
receiving payments from the 
district.

Mr. Flynn said these expanded 
tests are provided no expense 
to the donor through a series of 
blood donations. The donor can 
provide the test results to his 
doctor, thus reducing the over- 
all health care costs. 

According to Mr. Flynn, the 
Palm Beach Blood Bank was 
one of the first blood centers in 
the county to start cholesterol 
testing for all blood donors as a 
way to say , "алк you" and to 
encourage’ their ` personal 
health. The Palm Beach Blood 
Bank also introduted single 
donor platelets, a process by 
which platelets for а patient 
can be gotten from a single 
donor.

Coóper said the plant will 
open in early February, 
employing at the outset 15 peo- 
ple. "We have developed a part- 
nership with Austoft, an Aus- 
tralian farm equipment manu- 
facturer, to assemble and sell 


Cooper said. These harvesters 
currently are being assembled 
in Australia from primarily 
U.S.-made components. 

Already approximately 155 of 
the green and yellow har- 
vesters gre used in Glades area 
sugarcane harvesting, U.S. 
Sugar is among the farming 
operations currently purchas- 
ing the harvesters. To facilitate 
the sale, U.S. Sugar has agreed 
to accept harvesters in 
exchange for the building. 

Mr. Cooper said he hopes to 
eventually expand and manu- 
facture the whole machine in 
South Bay. "The purchase of 
this facility demonstrates our 
long-term interest in the agri- 
cultural industry in the 
Glades. We're going to be here 
for a long time," Mr. Cooper 
said. 

The announcement ‘of these 
two job-producing enterprise 
comes as a result of U.S. Sug- 
ar's continuing efforts to, help 
replace and expand the jobs 
lost in the South Bay area 
when, South Bay Growers 
closed, says Mr, Fairbanks."

Divarced and the father of two 
children, Mr. Pettry, 39, is a 4.0 
student who plans to enroll in the 
Palm Beach Atlantic human 
resources program. Following the 
successful completion of the 
approximate 13-month program, 
he should receive his Bachelor's 
degree. He said he then plans to 
pursue a Master's'degree in 
Psychology. 

Being that he has no use of his 
hands, Mr. Pettry said the other 
students in his class help him 
with note taking. He said many 
times other students take the 
notes and copy them for his use. 
He said he usually takes a note- 
taker to class with him too. 

When Mr. Pettry takes tests, 
he said he writes with a pencil in 
his mouth. He also said some of 
the professors permit him to take 
tests on the computer which he 
uses a handsplint to type. “I type 
about seven words per minute, 
but on a good day I can type as 
many as 10 words per minute,” he 
said. 

Mr. Pettry said he recently got 
а voice-activated computer. He 
said he can talk to the computer 
and it will print his message, 
answer, etc. onto the screen.
